Ihe  Legislati\e  Research 
Commission  has  uuilertaken  sluilics  of  numeiDiis  subjects,  fiiese  studies  were  grouped 
into  br»)a(.l  categories  ami  each  membei  ol  the  Commission  was  given  responsibility  for 
one  category  ol  slui.l\ .  I  he  Co  chairs  tii  Ihe  l.egislati\e  Research  Commission,  under 
the  authority  of  (i.S.  120  /?0. 10(b)  and  (c).  appointed  committees  consisting  of 
members  of  the  Cieneral  Assembly  and  ihe  public  to  conduct  Ihe  studies.  Co-chairs, 
one  from  each  house  ol  Ihe  Cieneral  Assembly,  were  designated  loi  each  committee. 

The  stud)  of  Hunler's  Salel\ /Wikllifc  was  authorized  by  Section  2.I(47A)  of 
Chapter  X7.^  of  (he  l'>S7  Session  laws  (|iJX7  Session).  Ihe  relevant  portions  of 
Chapter  .S7.^  are  inchuleil  in  Appendix  A.  Ihe  lA'gislati\e  Research  Commission 
grouped  this  study  in  its  arnmals  area  under  ihc  direction  of  Senator  R.L. Martin.

Jamiarv  21,  19S8  MeeUng 

The  Commillee  held  its  initial  nieelinu  on  January  21.  1988.  The  Committee  reviewed 
Mouse  Bill  1716.  which  was  introduced  In  ReprescnlaliNC  lyndail  dunng  the  ''^X?  Session 
(Appendix  B).  Ihe  Commillee  decided  to  address  the  issues  oulhned  m  House  Bill  171b 
as  jiart  ol  its  respousihililies. 

Charles  Hulhvood  Hxeculive  Uireclor  ol  Ihe  N.(\  Wildlile  Resources  Commission, 
spoke  to  Ihe  Commillee  regarding  Ihe  appa.eni  success  <.l  Ihe  recent  rec|unenienl  thai  big 
game  hunters  wear  bla/e  ..range.  He  indicaled  a  record  low  number  ol  fatalities  since  the 
requirement  became  elleclive.  liillwood  expressed  a  concern  about  hunting  Iroin  tlie 
roadside  right  ol  way.  and  slated  thai  the  lack  ol  uniloim  regulation  has  resulted  in 
complaints  Iroin  Ihe'  general  public.  There  are  currently  sixty-six  dillerent  county 
ordinances  on  loadsiile  hunting,  i-ullwood  also  indicaled  that  several  landowners  have 
complained  that  hunters  liequently  do  nol  obtain  permission  to  hunt  on  then  lands. 

Captain  W  B  Pale  North  Carolina  Wildlife  Resources  Commi.ssion.  reported  on  the 
existing  Hunter-s  Saletv  Course.  The  Course  includes  general  safely,  wildlile 
identification  wildlile  management,  reuulations.  hunter  sui-Mval.  lirst  aid.  and  hunter  ethics 
and  altitudes  The  prouram  began  in  1972  with  a  hnir  hour  course  ol  study,  and  currenlly 
leuiiires  ten  hours  for  certincalion.  Ihe  minimum  age  lor  cerlilication  under  the  Hunter 
Saletv  Course  is  twelve  veais.  Ihe  program  is  designed  lor  all  age  groups,  and  ni^Yinn 
offered  through  public  schools  or  ci\ic  uroups.  There  are  nine  stall  members  and  I  (MJ 
certified  volunteers  who  leach  Ihe  course.  Range  training  is  a  pari  ol  the  program,  and  is 
completed  bv  approximalelv  7.S','.  of  the  siiidents  who  lake  the  hunter  safety  course.  There 
is  no  charge  to  students  'who  lake  Ihe  course.  Iiintling  comes  Irom  lederal  and  slate 
appropriations,  and  from  licensing  lees.  Between  18.000  and  27.000  students  per  year 
receive  insliiictioii  in  hiinlei  salel\ . 

Fred  lidgecombe.  National  Rifle  Association,  indicaled  thai  Ihe  NRA  would  like  to  be 
involved  in  the  legislali\e  process,  and  shared  concerns  regarding  liiearm  salety  in  the 
home,  the  public  road  right  of  way  and  enlorcemeni  problems  in  existing  laws. 

Michael  Corcoran.  North  Carolina  Wildlile  Federation,  encouraged  the  Committee  to 
address  roadside  hiinliiig.  mandaloiv  huiiler  salelv  training,  and  a  uniloim  it.>qi"i^''iienl  lor 
written  permission  to  liiinl  on  the  lands  of  an.Mlier.  Corcoran  indicated  thai  the  Wildlile 
Federation  had  suncNed  members  and  potential  members  of  Ihe  Federation.  b3%  ol  whom 
were  hunters.  Ihe'  survey  showed  thai  W <■  of  the  respondents  were  in  favor  ol  a 
mandalorv  hunter  safelv  course  for  llrsi  lime  buyers  of  hunting  licenses. 


Senator  Barker  inilialod  a  iliscussioii  on  walerlowl  hiinling.  According  to  (he  Wildlife 
Resonrces  Commission,  (here  are  eleven  lielil  sanctuaries  which  will  he  leased  Irom  larniers 
lor  (he  next  hnnling  season.  The  project  is  llnanced  through  the  sale  ol  waterfowl  stamps. 
The  Commission  is  evaluating  the  prospect  ol  the  State  purcha.se  of  Held  sanctuaries,  and 
of  raising  ducks  to  increase  the  duck  population. 

'^'?L*L'1_T'  I9N8  Meeting 

At  its  second  meeting,  on  March  7.  I  OSS.  the  Committee  heard  from  Representati\e 
Ed  Bowen,  who  spoke  regarding  his  inlenlion  to  introduce  or  support  a  hill  that  would 
prohibit  the  use  ol  rilles  in  roadside  hunting.  He  asked  lor  comments  from  the  Committee 
regarding  the  issue.  Senator  Barker  iiulicaleti  thai  roatlside  huming  is  currently  regulated 
hy  local  legislation  and  the  \arious  counl\  commissions.  I'he  Committee  suggested  that 
Representative  Bowen  ha\e  a  proposed  ilralt  prepared  and  sent  to  the  Committee  for  its 
consi(.leration. 

Senator  Daniel  intlicaled  thai  a  public  hearing  in  his  tlislrict  re\ealed  ovenvhelming 
support  for  mandatory  hnnler  safely  education  for  first  lime  buyers  of  hunting  licenses.  At 
his  suggestion.  Ihe  Commillee  recjuesled  that  the  Wildlile  Resources  Commission  conduct  a 
feasibility  study  of  tlrearm  training  centers,  .lune  hlnilcrly  of  Raleigh  repoiled  that  Wake 
County  Commissioners  are  consitlering  establishing  a  firearm  training  range  in  Wake 
County.  'I'he  Committee  considered  the  possibility  of  offering  the  classroom  portion  of  the 
hnnler  safety  course  through  Ihe  community  college  system,  but  Representative  Tyndall 
reminded  the  Commillee  that  persons  undei  age  sixteen  cannot  enroll  in  courses  at 
community  colleges. 

Poindexter  Walls,  lacultx  member  at  Ihe  Institute  of  Government,  pre.sented 
background  information  on  Ihe  trespass  laws  in  this  Slate.  Representative  Hightower 
reported  that  the  local  bill  he  had  iiilroduced  prohibiting  roadside  hunting  and  hunting  on 
properly  without  landowner  permission  had  received  good  response  in  his  area.  Tom  Ellis. 
Committee  member.  dislribiiUHJ  copies  of  ihe  Vance  County  trespass  law  which  he  believed 
could  be  used  as  a  model  for  slatewicle  legislation. 

Conrad  f'iu\is.  l-iiends  of  Ihe  Roanoke  Ri\er  Basin,  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
proposed  Roanoke  Ri\er  National  Wildlife  Refuge,  Mr.  Pur\is  urged  the  Committee  to 
recommend  lo  Ihe  Wildlile  Resources  Commission  and  Ihe  Cio\ernor  that  the  project  be 
opposed. 

Charles  l^ulhvood.  Director  of  Ihe  Wildlile  Resources  Commission,  reported  on  the 
results  ol  Ihe  nine  public  healings  held  across  the  Stale  in  February.  Of  the  persons 
attending  the  hearings.  X.S  QO'V  Noiced  suppoil  for  soiue  form  of  hunter  safety  course  for 
fiisl  lime  buyers  of  hunting  licenses. 

Hal  Atkinson.  Wildlile  Resources  Commission,  spoke  to  the  Committee  regarding  Ihe 
stains  of  Canadian  Cicese  in  this  Stale.  He  indicated  Ihal  the  decline  in  population  is  due. 
in  pari,  to  impro\ed  feeding  in  noilhern  aivas  of  Ihe  country  and  lo  earlier  hunting  .seasons 
in    northern    slates.        Torn    Monsheen.    also    with    the    Wikllile    Resources    Commission. 
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pnniclccl  inlormalion  lo  Ific  CominillCL'  ivgiinliiig  Ihc  Waloilowl  Management  Projecl  and 
Ihe  Canadian  Ckiosc  Managenienl  Piojctl.  The  Commission  is  considering  for  the  future  a 
demonstration  area  lor  researeli  and  stinlx  in  Hyde  County. 

Rcpresenlative  lyndall  asi\ed  thai  tlie  C^tmmillee  look  al  Ihe  possibiMty  of  Ihe  purchase 
of  Lukens  Island  hy  the  State.  I.iikens  Island  is  an  unde\eloped  tract  in  Carteret  County 
which  contains  a  nuniher  ol  quail,  deer  ami  duck  as  well  as  hiack  hears,  rare  woodpeckers 
and  possibly  a  species  ol  cat.  The  Wc\erhaeuser  Company  currently  owns  9.433  acres  of 
Lukens.  and  is  apparently  inleiesied  in  selling  its  holdings. 

May  5,  l<>XS  Mcotinp 

At  its  third  meeting,  on  Ma\  5.  I9XX.  the  Committee  heard  from  Larry  Hindman  of 
the  Departmeni  ol  Natural  Resources  loi  Ihe  Stale  ol  Maryland.  Mr.  Hindman  described 
the  Maryland  Waterlowi  Program,  which  was  initialed  by  Ihe  Maryland  legislature  in  1974. 
The  program  has  Ihiee  components  as  follows: 

1.  One  hall  of  Ihe  re\eiiue  from  Ihe  Maryland  Duck  Stamp,  approximately 
$190,000.  is  used  to  support  waterlowi  habitat  work  on  public  lands  in  the 
Slate. 

2.  The  remaining  one  hall  ol  I  lie  Duik  Stamp  levenue.  approximately 
■SI 90.000.  is  used  lo  llnance  the  Duck  Release  Program,  which  has  been  fairly 
controversial  both  in  the  State  of  Marylatui  and  in  the  nation.  The  program 
began  in  1974.  and  since  that  lime  nearlv  2.'S0.000  mallards  have  been  released 
in  the  slate.  Birds  aie  ac(.|uiied  Irom  pimlucers  in  other  stales  and  are  currently 
being  released  al  seven  weeks  of  age.  Ihex  have  determined  that  seven  week 
old  birds  are  Tuore  cost  elfectixe  because  of  their  si/.e  anil  weight.  A  sample  of 
the  birds  are  baniled  before  release,  and  Ihe  population  is  nionilored. 
Approximately  I2'V  of  tiie  birds  released  are  reco\ered  during  llie  hunting 
season.  During  ihe  past  two  years,  approximately  40.000  mallards  have  been 
released  per  \ear.  bul  Ihe  figure  is  expected  to  decrease  next  year,  due  to 
binding.     Ihe  cost  per  bird  for  release  purposes  is  $3.  including  shipping  costs. 

^.  A  lax  credit  is  allowed  for  pri\ate  landowners  who  submit  appnned 
waterfowl  management  plans  to  the  Stale  iA  Maryland  and  enter  into  a  ten-year 
licensing  agivemeni  with  llie  slate.  Currentlv.  there  are  16.000  acres  of  pri\ate 
lands  ill  this  program. 

Mr.  Hintlman  expresseil  the  opinion  that  Slate  funds  would  be  better  spent  on  habitat 
development,  anil  that  a  duck  release  |iiduiam  is  a  short  term  solution  to  a  iong-lerm 
problem.  Howewi.  shoiilil  North  Carolina  ilecide  to  institute  a  duck  release  program,  he 
recommends  puicliasing  birds  al  loin  lo  se\eii  weeks  ol  age. 

Poindexter  Walts,  ol  the  Insliiule  o|  ( loxeiuiiKMil.  relumed  to  present  to  the  Committee 
a  drall  ol  trespass  Icgislaliou  which  would  piohihil  liuuling  or  fishing  on  pri\ate  land 
without  oral  permission  ol  the  landowner  obtained  williiii  the  piv\ious  twelve  months.     Ihe 


cliall  incliklcil  a  |U'iiall\  ivsliliidoii  proN  ision.  wilh  llio  claniagcs  (o  be  clclcmiincJ  hy  a 
judge,  and  pnnidc'd  lor  ciilonvrnciil  hv  wikllirc  inolcclois  and  olher  law  cnlorccmenl 
oirKcrs.  Tiapping  was  nol  iiicliKlcil  in  llic  drall  k-gislalion  hctaiisc  ciinvnl  Happing  laws 
require  wrilten  pemiission  taiiied  by  llie  tiap|tei  v\liile  on  (he  properly.  Aller  some 
tliscussion  by  llie  Conmiidee.  .Senator  Barker  lequesled  liial  the  draft  be  amended  to 
include  the  defense  of  mistake  of  laet.  anti  that  before  the  C'ommittee  consider  adoption  of 
the  draft  copies  be  distribiitetl  to  hunters,  wikllile  groups,  appropriate  landowners  and 
sporting  groups. 

Patricia  Yancey,  legislative  liaison  loi  the  Department  ol  Public  Instruction,  responded 
to  the  Committees  lequesi  lor  input  lioiu  the  Department  ami  the  .Stale  Boaid  ol 
Hducalion  regarding  whethei  the  huutei  sale(\  couise  should  be  ollered  through  the  public 
school  system.  Ms.  Nance\  piesenled  the  rec|uesi  that  the  Committee  not  ask  public 
schools  to  lake  on  this  responsibility,  as  ihe  school  cuiiiculum  is  already  Idled  with  course 
requirements.  Howewr.  she  iudicaled  that  the  hunter  safety  course  may  be  chosen  by  any 
local  sciiool  system  as  an  electi\e.  auti  that  local  school  unit  funds  are  currently  being  used 
in  some  areas'  for  the  hunter  safety  couise.  Ihe  Wikllile  Resources  Commission  indicated 
that  they  are  cinrenlly  leaching  2()'<  of  ihe  ninth  graileis  in  this  Slate  through  their  hunter 
safety  course.  In  response  to  an  inquir\  by  Senator  Daniel.  Ms.  \ancey  indicated  that  a 
hunter  safely  course  should  not  be  a  part  o\  the  Basic  Education  Plan,  as  Ihe  Plan  is  more 
academic  in  nature  anil  the  number  of  curriculum  hours  is  limited.  Ihe  Committee  will 
work  with  the  [:)epartmeut  of  Public  Instriicliou  ami  Wikllile  Resources  Commission  in 
reaching  a  determination  of  how  the  hunter  salet\  comse  will  be  offered  to  students. 

Sopttmber  2«)^l 'J.SS Meiting 

At  its  fourth  meeting,  on  Seplember  ?<>.  I^)XS.  the  Committee  re\iewetl  Ihe  issues 
which  had  been  raised  iluring  prior  meetings.  Senator  Barker  reported  that  he  had  met 
with  representatives  of  75'.  of  Ihe  hunt  clubs  in  Carteret.  (^ra\en  and  Pamlico  counties. 
The  lunileis  present  weie  suppoili\e  ol  a  \()luiitar\  liuntei  safety  education  program,  but 
leery  of  a  mandator}  program  with  further  State  regulation.  One  suggestion  was  for  a 
discount  on  the  lust  license  for  those  who  complete  a  hunter  safel)  course,  and  an 
additional  smcharge  for  those  who  lailetl  to  obtain  certification.  Representative  T^ndall 
suggested  Ihe  use  of  |-iolice  Iraiuiug  ranges  lor  lauge  training  in  Ihe  llrearm  salety 
component  of  the  course  Ihe  Committee  requested  that  (.halt  legislation  be  prepared 
which  wouki  require  satisfactory  completion  of  a  hunter  safely  course  for  any  fust  time 
buyer  of  a  hunting  license,  regardless  lA  the  age  of  Ihe  hunter.  The  proposal  would 
provide  for  the  course  to  be  olfereil  in  Ihe  public  school  system  as  an  elective  in  llie  same 
manner  in  which  driver  eiliicalion  is  a\ailable. 

Charles  Fullwood.  Direttoi  of  the  Wikllile  Resources  Commission,  recommended  that 
the  Comnullee  eniloise  habitat  piotection  for  waterfowl  rather  than  initiate  a  duck  release 
program,  r'ullwootl  iiiilicated  that  the  Wildlife  Resoiuces  Commission  had  not  taken  a 
position  on  Ihe  Roanoke  Ri\er  National  Wikllile  Reluge.  though  they  had  heard  from  both 
siiles. 


Fii1I\v(hhI  reporlcd  that  the  Wildlife  Resources  Commission  supports  keeping  Lukens 
Island  in  Ihe  gamelands  program,  but  they  have  no  funds  for  purchasing  it  at  this  time. 
Representative  Tyndall  reporletl  that  the  Weyerhaeu.ser  Company  is  willing  to  negotiate  the 
sale  ol  Lukens  Island  to  tlie  Slate.  Mike  Corcoran,  of  the  Wikllile  Federation,  voiced  the 
organizations  support  of  the  acquisition  ol  the  island  tor  public  hunting.  The  Committee 
discussed  issues  regarding  acquisition,  including  the  costs  involved  and  Ihe  fact  that  the 
State  should  have  a  plan  for  utilization  and  management  of  the  property  prior  to 
purchasing  it. 

Mr.  Fullwood  indicated  that  legislation  had  been  proposed  in  1975  regarding  roadside 
hunting,  but  that  it  had  failed.  Ihe  sixty-six  local  laws  regulating  roadside  hunting  result 
in  confusion  to  hunters,  and  the  Wildlife  Resources  Commission  sees  the  need  for  some 
uniformity  in  the  regulations.  Ihe  Committee  discussed  the  concerns  that  may  be  fell  by 
the  traveling  public  when  they  see  people  standing  on  the  roadside  with  firearms,  and  the 
Wildlife  Federation  expressed  the  need  for  hunters  to  police  themselves  in  order  to  avoid  a 
total  restriction  based  upon  a  negative  perception  by  the  public. 

Representative  Hightower  asked  the  Committee  to  consider  the  issue  of  hunting  while 
impaired.  He  pointed  out  the  impaired  boating  law  which  is  similar  to  the  motor  vehicle 
law.  and  suggested  that  the  Committee  consider  legislation  which  would  prohibit  the  use  of 
llreamis  by  a  person  who  is  impaired.  This  raised  the  issue  of  full  law  enforcement  status 
for  wildlife  protectors,  which  was  scheduled  to  be  di.scussed  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Committee. 

November  15,  1988  Meeting 

At  its  fifth  and  final  meeting  on  November  \5.  1988.  the  Committee  reviewed  and 
adopted  recommendations  and  draft  legislation  for  its  final  report.  Mr.  Myron  Cross  of  the 
Onslow/Jacksonville  Deer  Club  requested  that  the  Committee  consider  the  i.ssue  of  hunting 
on  Sunday.  Mr.  Cross  was  advised  to  take  up  the  matter  with  legislators  in  his  district  who 
might  better  as.sess  the  feasibility  of  introducing  legislation  in  that  regard.

The  Committee  presents  a  draft  hill  which  would  lequire  that  all  first  time  huyers  of 
hunting  licenses  in  this  Stale  suhmil  proof  of  completion  of  a  course  in  hunter  safety.  The 
course  must  he  tmc  which  is  approxed  h\'  the  Wildlife  Resoinces  Commission,  and  rna\  he 
taught  hv  emplovees  iA  the  Comnussioii.  or  hy  certified  instructors  through  organizations 
approwd  by  the  Commission,  llie  Committee  further  iecommen«.ls  that  llie  hunter  salet\ 
course  be  ofleretl  in  the  public  school  s\slcm  as  an  elecli\e  course,  in  the  same  manner  in 
which  elri\er  education  is  (.iirrenth  olk-recl.
